Professor Callard went on to

Consequently Russia feared dis- 
armament as impeding their 
knowledge af atomic energy. To- 
. day both' sides have weapons, and 
both want security first, then 
equality. 

"We are afraid of Russian mi- 
litary power and want time to 
catch up," said Phil de Zwirek, a 
nember of the Panel. "Proposals 
n the UN and the Subcommittee 
on Disarmament have failed be- 
cause neither side has any faith 
in the other." 

According to Professor Callard, 
present propositions would inclu- 
de restrictions on specific nuclear 
weapons and demilitarization of 
certain geographical areas. Inspec- 
tion of atomic resources is not 
valid because only tests, not stock- 
piles, can be detected 
i Demilitarization such as that 
advocated by George Kennan, 
former U.S. ambassador to Rus 
sia, would be of unknown value 
to both East and West, according 
to Brahm Campbell.

Discusses Politics 
At Union Today 

Persian-bom D r . Nasrollah 
Saifpour Fatemi will speak today 
on Psychosomatic Politics of the 
Middle East" at 1 pm in the 
Union Ballroom. 

Dr. Fatemi, a direct descendant 
of the Prophet Mohammed, 
is now a Professor of Social 
Science at Fairlcigh Dickenson 
University. He has had an active 
career as statesman, diplomat, 
author and educator. 

Dr. Fatemi graduated from 
Stuart Memorial College in Iran 
with honours. He received his 
M.A, and Ph.D. degrees from 
Columbia University and the 
New School for Social Research.

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Crack That Academic Whip 

The recent announcement on the lenghtening of the 
academic year is the first of what will probably be a series 
of steps to tighten standards of education on this old and 
revered campus. 

The blunt fact that hopefuls for college education will 
have to face in the near future is that standards are going 
to be raised and the emphasis will be on intellectualism. 
The pendulum seems to be swinging strongly towards a phi- 
losophy of "education for the brilliant" in reaction to what 
many educators call the rampant anti-intellectualism that 
has characterised much of the North American academic 
system. 

Much comparison is being made these days between the 
European youth and his American counterpart. It is felt 
that the fornier goes through a more rigourous, selective, 
and demanding system which does more to develop intel- 
lectualism. While the North American youth is considered 
more practical and as having a better balanced personality, 
the "soft educational system has put their brains to sleep". 

Whether these stereotypes are true we are not com- 
petent to say though it is obvious, we should think, that the 
New World has been doing very well in contributing to 
progress culture and thought in this century. Undoubtedly, 
however, there is much that can be done to raise our edu- 
cational standards, to weed out laggards, to separate the 
technical school elements from the university proper, and 
to give opportunity and incentive to genius. 

Within the physical limits that are practicable we are 
all for raising the academic standards at McGill, increasing 
the demands on students in Arts and Sciences particularly, 
and generally encouraging that aura of intellectualism that 
will make McGill somewhat more than the glorified high 
school that it is for too many students at present'. 

A Not-So-Rude Awakening 

Lovers of music and haters of toothpaste commercials 
will be overjoyed at the news that the CBC has seen fit to 
reinstate its program of early-morning music. "Preview", 
that gobbledy-gook of news and bits of music and chat and 
insufferably pompous commercials has been given a well- 
deserved permanent vacation, and good music will once 
again soothe sleepy Montrealers in that difficult transition 
period between blissful sleep and harsh awakened reality. 
The getting-up period is perhaps the most treacherous of 
the day and anything that can be done tp facilitate • the 
unpleasant process of opening the eyes and the day, and of 
having to leave the motherwarmth of the bed is welcomed.

Before the day's rat-race began, 
there was a quiet uncerebral moment of musical ease which 
would make the day's activities seem less outrageous. The 
music gave a feeling of luxury to anyone who listened — it 
was delight at a time when the need to be delighted wasn't 
obvious, and simplicity when nothing else would do as well.

Canadian Student 

\ Canada has -a lower average of college-age students attending 
university than any other western hemisphere nation enjoying a 
similar standard of living. 

Summer savings average $449. Of 
the faculties sampled, the students in 
Medicine and law fared the best. 



This fact was recently released by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics in 
its preliminary report on the subject 
The report went on to state that 
Canadian students spend, on the aver- 
age, $1,21$ during the college year, 
those away from home using only 
; hundred dollars more 
iding at home. 
Of the number included in the sur- 
vey (which covered thirty-four col- 
leges and universities), thirty-two per 
cent were receiving some sort of stu-' 
dent aid. 

. The typical student is twenty years 
of age, single, and in his second year. 
His home is in the same city as the 
university or, alternatively in another 
city of 30,000 or 'over approximately 
two to three hundred miles away. 




Dentist Shortage 
Becomes Acute In 
Canada and U.S.A. 

According to figures recently re- 
leased by the Canadian Dental Asso- 
ciation, a shortage of dentists exists 
in Canada and the U.S. 

The release went on to state that, 
judging from the size of. enrolment 
below the senior year, it appears that 
there will be a decrease in the num- 
ber of dentists' graduating in (lie next 
few years, instead of the increase Ca- 
nada needs. 

The report states that last year the- 
re was one dentist for every 2,934 
people in Canada, and in the U.S. one 
for about every 1,700 people.

This fact was recently discussed by 
Miss Iris Wilcock, sub-Dean of the 
Arts Faculty at the University of Mel- 
bourne. Miss Wilson is presently 
visiting McGill on a Carnegie Corpo- 
ration Grant. 

Universities "down under" are ex- 
panding so rapidly that library, labo- 
ratory, and classroom facilities cannot 
keep pace; classes are becoming so 
large that lecturers must use micro- 
phones and loud-speakers.

In each of the next eight academic 
years, capital needs' will exceed 
$1,000,000. The next two years will 
mark the period of greatest physical 
expansion with capital requirements 
of $2.9 millions and $2.6 millions 
respectively.

So stated Professor Keith Cal- 
lard in a Debating Union talk and 

Kancl discussion on disarmament 
eld yesterday at noon. 
Professor Callard went on to 
explain that in 1946 the United 
States had the nuclear weapons, 
while Russia had the land forces, 
Consequently Russia feared dis- 
armament as impeding their 
knowledge af atomic energy. To- 
day both sides have weapons, and 
both want security first, then 
equality. 

"We are afraid of Russian mi- 
litary power and want time , to 
catch up," said Phil de Zwirek, a' 
member of the Panel. "Proposals 
in the UN and the Subcommittee 
on Disarmament have failed be- 
cause neither side has any faith 
in the other." 

According to Professor Callard, 
present propositions would inclu- 
de restrictions on specific nuclear 
weapons and demilitarization of 
certain geographical areas. Inspec- 
tion of atomic resources is not 
valid because only tests, not stock- 
piles, can be detected. 

Demilitarization such as that 
advocated by George Kennan, 
former U.S. ambassador to Rus- 
sia, would be of unknown value 
to both East and West, according 
to Brahm Campbell. Zafar Khan 
added that Kennan's proposal was

Crack That Academic Whip 




The recent announcement on the lenghtening of the 
academic year is the first of what will probably be a series 
of steps to tighten standai-ds of education on this old and 
revered campus. 

The blunt fact that hopefuls for college education will 
have to face in the near future is that standards are going 
to be raised and the emphasis will be on intellectualisni. 
The pendulum seems to be swinging strongly towards a phi- 
losophy of "education for the brilliant" in reaction to what 
many educators call the rampant anti-intéllectualisnvthat 
has^haracterised.much of the North American academic 

Much comparison is being made these days between the 
European youth and his American counterpart. It is felt 
that the former goes through a more rigourous, selective, 
and demanding system which does more to develop intel- 
lectualism. While the North American youth is considered 
more practical and as having a better balanced personality, 
' the "soft educational system has put their brains to sleep". 

Whether these stereotypes are true we are not com- 
petent to say though it is obvious, we should think, that the 
New World has been doing very well in contributing to 
progress culture and thought in this century. Undoubtedly, 
however, there is much that can be done to raise our edu- 
cational standards, to weed out laggards, to separate the 
technical school elements from the university proper, and 
to give opportunity and incentive to genius. 

. Within the physical limits that are practicable we are 
all for raising the academic standards at McGill, increasing 
the demands on students in Arts and Sciences particularly, 
and generally encouraging that aura of intellectualism that 
will make McGill somewhat more than the glorified high 
school that it is for too many students at present. 

A Not-So-Rude Awakening

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Statistics Reveal 
Canadian Student 

Canada has a lower average of college-age students attending 
university than any other western hemisphere nation enjoying a 
similar standard of living.

This fact was recently released by 
the Dominion Bureau eff Statistics in 
'its preliminary report on the subject. 

The report went on to state that 
Canadian students spend, on the aver- 
age, $1,215 during the college year, 
those away from home using only 
two to three hundred dollars more 
than those residing at home. 

Of the number included in. the sur- 
vey (which covered thirty-four col- 
leges and universities), thirty-two per 
cent were receiving some sort of stu- 
dent aid. 

The typical student is twenty years 
of age, single, and in his second year. 
His home is in the same city as the 
university or, alternatively in another 
city of 30,000 or over approximately 
two" to three hundred miles away.

Dentist Shortage 
Becomes Acute In 
Canada andU,S.A. 

According to figures recently re- 
leased by the Canadian Dental Asso- 
ciation, a shortage of dentists exists 
in Canada and the U.S. 

The release went on' to state that, 
judging from the size of enrolment 
below the senior year, it appears that 
there will be a decrease in the num- 
ber of dentists graduating in the next 
few years, instead of the increase Ca- 
nada needs. 

The report states that last year the 
•re was one dentist for every 2,934 
people jn Canada, and in the U.S. one 
for about every 1,700 people.

Universities "down under" are ex- 
panding so rapidly that library, labo- 
ratory, and classroom facilities cannot 
keep pace; classes arc becoming so 
large that lecturers must use micro- 
phones and loud-speakers. The supply 
of qualified teachers is also seriously 
inadequate. 

A special committee considering the 
problem has recommended higher 
salaries for professors.
